Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 5- 1 5, and 1 7-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to claim 1: The prior arts on record do not explicitly disclose or teach an 
internal bus system protocol coupling a plurality of peripheral device, and each of the 
peripheral device includes a queue for storing pending operations awaiting execution on the 
bus, and the peripheral device transmits the number of pending operations to a bus arbiter 
and receives bus grant accordingly. 

Referring to claims 5-10: Claims are allowable because they incorporate parent claim's 
allowable subject matter. 

Referring to claim 1 1 : The prior arts on record do not explicitly disclose or teach an 
internal bus system protocol coupling a plurality of peripheral device, and each of the 
peripheral device includes a queue for storing pending operations awaiting execution on the 
bus, and the peripheral device transmits the number of pending operations to a bus arbiter 
and receives bus grant accordingly. 

Referring to claims 12-15: Claims are allowable because they incorporate parent claim's 
allowable subject matter. 

Referring to claim 18: The prior arts on record do not explicitly disclose or teach a 
method for an internal bus system protocol coupling a plurality of peripheral device, and each 
of the peripheral device includes a queue for storing pending operations awaiting execution

arbiter and receives bus grant accordingly. 

Referring to claims 17 and 19-20: Claims are allowable because they incorporate parent 
claim's allowable subject matter.
